WASHINGTON (APi ~ Gov­ 
ernment 
experts 
believe 
the 
bubbling national economy will 
expand bv another $40 billion in

They are confident of contin­ 
ued prosperity — so confident 
that the most pressing worry is 
rising prices resulting from the 
rapid military build-up in Viet 
Nam and the momentum of five 
years of steadily rising business 
activity.

Reserve Board are not likely to 
stop the economic locomotive. 
The four members of the board 
who voted for the move believe 
the only effect will be to keep 
the tast-moving express from 
jumping the track. 
At least some administration 
oflicials share this view, even 
though they — and President 
Johnson — criticized the board 
for acting in early December, 
.some six or seven weeks before 
the annual announcement of the 
federal budget and its probable 
impact on the economy.

-^OR ALMOST two agoniz­ 
ing hours one morning 
last September, I looked into 
the muzzle of a gun held by 
a demented man. 
During the last 30 minutes of 
those endless hours, he also held a 
live grenade with the pin pulled. 
Had his hand relaxed one instant, 
we would have been blown to pieces. 
It all started prosaically enough. 
I’m a newspaper publisher, work­ 
ing out of San Diego, Calif. Boat­ 
ing has been a hobby in my family 
for many years, and when my un­ 
cle died, I became the new skip­ 
per of his 89-foot ketch. On the 
morning of Sept. 21, I was sched­ 
uled to make a business trip to San 
Francisco. I was also invited to go 
sailing up there the following day, 
and I needed my yachting clothes. 
So I went to the San Diego Yacht 
Club that morning on the way to 
work to pick them up. 
As I came aboard, Sam Davis, 
the captain, and Stanley Gregory, 
the steward, were warming up the 
motor in preparation for turning 
the boat around so they could paint 
the seaward side. I waved at them 
and headed for the main cabin. 
Sam shouted at me: “Before you 
go down there, let me show you 
something.” 
He and Stanley led me to the 
foc’sle, which we leave unlocked. 
On a bunk lay some wet clothing— 
and a pistol. 
My first thought wos: someone 
has fallen into the water and used 
the boat to change. I was disturbed, 
but I had other things on my mind. 
1 told Sam to hold off turning the 
boat around until he reported his 
find to the harbor police. He killed 
the motor and left the boat. I went 
into the master stateroom, found I 
needed something from one of the 
other rooms, and Stanley went to 
get it for me. 
I heard him say: **Well, look what 
I’ve found.” His voice had a strange 
edge in it. 
I said, “What?” When he didn’t 
answer, I went to look for myself. 
The room Stanley had entered 
was small and rather dark. It took 
me a moment to focus my vision. 
SUnley was standing very still, and 
I followed his eyes. Crouched on a 
bunk in the far corner was a rath­ 
er slight, tousle-haired young man 
in a bathing suit. He held a pistol 
—and it was aimed at me. He 
seemed very nervous. 
My heart leaped violently, and I 
froze. We stared at one another 
for a second, then he said in a 
rather quavering but not wild voice: 
“Don’t try anything funny. Do as 


I say, and you’ll be okay.” 
I asked—with a great deal more 
bravado than I felt—what he was 
doing there, and he told me he was 
running away from the Navy. I 
tried to reason with him. but he 
didn’t really listen. He said he knew 
that his chances were slim but that 
he was going to try to get away. I 
think he would have shot us had we 
made a sudden move. I’d never seen 
Stanley so quiet. 
After about 15 minutes of dis­ 
jointed Ulk, Sam came back aboard 
the boat. The boy heard his foot­ 
steps and asked: “Who’s that?” I 
took a gamble. I told him it was the 
captain and that he had just called 
the police. If the boy was going to 
get away, he had better go now 
and go fast. 
Hu bugan arguing with himself 
aloud, saying he couldn’t leave in 
wet clothes. I offered him dry ones, 
but he paid no attention. Finally he 
turned to me and said: “Okay, let’s 
get the boat under way and take me 
down the coast.” 
I was trying to tell him that only 
the captain could do that, when 
Sam appeared in the doorway. He 
had come below to tell us the harbor 
policeman would be along in a min­ 
ute. He said to me: “What are you 
doing there in the dark?” I’ll never 
forget the odd sound of his ”oh” 
when he finally saw the gunman. 
The tiny room was very crowded 
now, and the boy seemed to be get­ 
ting more nervous. Abruptly, he 
reached down to his bathing-suit 
belt and pulled out a hand grenade. 
I began to sweat profusely. The boy 
waved the grenade and said: “Let’s 
get this boat under way—or I’ll 
blow us all up.” 
Sam leapt his hood. He told the 
boy that he couldn’t take the boat 
out without a crew and that he 
would need both Stanley and me. 
The boy wouldn’t buy that. Waving 
his pistol at me, he said: “I’ll keep 
the big fellow. You two get the 
boat under way.” 
Sam and Stanley went up on 
deck. And I was alone with a de­ 
mented man holding a gun and a 
grenade. My heart was pounding, 
but I knew I had to avoid panic, 
which might frighten my captor. I 
suggested we move to the forward 
stateroom where there was more 
space, and he agreed. Then we sat 
down facing each other. 
We could hear the footsteps of 
Stanley and Sam above us. I knew 
they were trying to stall until the 
police arrived. What I didn’t kn<»w 
was that the harbor policeman had 
appeared and Stanley had gestured 
to him to go for help. Meanwhile, 
Sam had slipped into the radio 
room and had opened up on the 
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international emersrency frequency. 
The first person to answer was a 
Coast Guard radioman in Long 
Beach. Speaking as softly as he 
could, Sam explained our situation 
and asked the Coast Guard to get 
the police to our boat as quickly as 
possible. Then, as the harbor po­ 
liceman hovered near the slip, Sam 
and Stanley once again began mak­ 
ing busy noises on deck. 
Down below, time passed with 
agonizing slowness. I tried to keep 
the boy relaxed and talking. I knew 
he was sick, and I felt sorry for 
him. But I also knew any wrong 
note might set him off. He told me 
that everyone in the Navy was 
against him. Then he started to 
talk bitterly about his mother. But 
he stopped suddenly and switched 
to talking about an aunt and uncle 
who he said had raised him and 
had forced him into the Navy as 
soon as he was old enough to join. 
As Im talked, I tried to interpret 
the sounds from above. I wondered: 
How long can they etaU? What*t 
holding up the police f 
Only once did I consider jumping 
the boy. He was shivering, and I 
didn’t find that very comforting 
while he was holding a gun on me. 
So I gave him a sweat shirt. He 
laid down the gun to put it on. 
For the few seconds he was pull­ 
ing the sweat shirt over his head, 
I could have tried to get the weap­ 
on. The moment passed while I 
was still thinking about it. That 
sort of bravado is great in James 
Bond movies. But when you weigh 
the possibility of fighting a man 30 
years younger for possession of a 
gun—with a hand grenade bounc­ 
ing around in the melee—you do a 
lot of thinking. I decided it was a 
poor gamble. 
After he put on the sweat shirt, 
things moved quickly. Sam started 
the engine, and almost simultane­ 
ously the police arrived. We could 
see their feet through the narrow 
windows of the cabin, and the blue 
trousers were unmistakable. The 
boy jumped up and began to look 
around wildly. Then we heard noises 
directly overhead. I knew my res­ 
cuers were trying to remove an 
air vent so they could get into the 
cabin without coming through the 
long passageway from the salon. 
Th* boy roolixod it, too - and he 
acted quickly. Laying down his 
pistol, he pulled the pin from the 
grenade. “Tell them to stop that 
right now,” he said, “or I’ll blow 
us all up.’’ 
He meant it. I told them to stop, 
and they did. For the first time, 
1 was really frightened. Once the 
pin is pulled, a grenade works on 
pressure. As long as the boy 


squeezed it, it wouldn’t go off. But 
if he dropped it or relaxed his pres­ 
sure, the grenade would be acti­ 
vated and nothing could stop it 
from exploding. We would have 
eight seconds before the whole boat 
went up. I remember trying to 
figure out how far I could get in 
eight seconds. It wasn’t far enough. 
Tk« twnsion was almost unbear­ 
able. The police came into the salon 
and talked to the boy down the 
long passageway. They could see 
him but not me. They tried to rea­ 
son with him, to tell him they didn’t 
want to hurt him and wouldn’t if 
he came out quietly. Sometimes 
they seemed to be reaching him, 
but then he would get angry and 
again threaten to blow us up. 
All during this exchange, I never 
took my eyes off the hand that held 
the grenade. If he relaxed, even a 
little, we were all gone. 
Then came a shot! It was as un­ 
expected to me as to the boy. The 
officer who fired down the passage­ 
way missed the lad deliberately. He 
took a calculated risk that the boy 
would neither drop the grenade nor 
fire it if the shot missed. He guessed 
right, and I owe my life to that. 
The bullet went eplattH into the 
bulkhead inches above the boy’s 
head—and 
almost 
instantly 
he 
turned into a quavering mass of 
fear. He dropped his gun on the 
floor, cowered in a far comer of the 
stateroom, and yelled : “Don’t shoot ! 
Don’t hurt me! Don’t kill me!” 
Th« vokw of an unseen officer 
told him to put the pin back in the 
grenade and place it on the floor 
with his gun. It probably took 30 
seconds, but it seemed like 30 hours 
to me. The boy’s hands were shak­ 
ing so badly he couldn’t hit the hole 
with the pin. And since mine were 
shaking even worse. I couldn’t help 
him—and I .certainly didn’t want 
the police there at that moment. 
So I sweated it out—literally. 
Then the pin was in. The police 
came down the passageway and took 
the boy away. It was all over. I 
was drained of all feeling except 
an immense, overwhelming sense 
of relief. 
Since that dramatic day, the boy 
—who was just 19—has been com­ 
mitted to a mental hospital, where 
skilled practitioners will try to heal 
the sickness that prompted him to 
this desperate act. As for me, I 
suppose I now know a little more 
about myself and perhaps about 
other human beings, too. And I 
also learned that, in a really dread­ 
ful emergency, there’s a reserve 
most of us can call upon to see us 
through without giving way to 
panic. But I hope I never have to 
prove it again.

D 


isc o n so la te d ic k k e n n e y had to do some- 
thing quick. 
He had come all the way from Hawaii to play football for 
Michigan State University, and he had come with the high 
praise of his uncle. Tommy Kaulukukui, a Spartan recruiter 
and former coach. But now a leg injury was jeopardizing his 
football career. 
Kenney had an ace up his sock, however. He turned out for 
kicking practice, explaining that he had been a good kicker 
as a kid but his expertness had fallen off in high school. The 
coach asked why. 
“They made me kick with my shoe on because it took too 
much time to take it off,” Kenney said. “I kick best with my 
bare toes.” 
Coach Duffy Daugherty has a reputation as a jokester and 
an improviser ; he already was using a soccer-type kicker, Lou 
Bobich. But a barefoot kicker? No. Kenney was required to 
show his stuff with the square-toed, steel-weighted shoe most 
kickers use. 
“It was dead weight,” Dick recalls. “I kicked 35 or 40 yards 
with it, and everybody was satisfied—except me. I told Duffy 
I could kick farther with bare toes because I got the feel of 
the ball better. Duffy said the feeling wasn't in my toes—it 
was all in my head.” 
K«nn«y p«rsist«d. He asked permission to give a demon­ 
stration before the team. Daugherty agreed, and when Dick 
booted 45 yards w ith shoes on, the coach indicated he had seen 
enough and wanted the team back at work. Quickly, Kenney 
shucked his shoe and kicked two fast field goals—from 45 
yards out and then, in desperation, from 60! 
“Kick barefoot,” Daugherty said. 
This year, as the East Lansing team steam-rollered to the 
Big Ten title and next Saturday’s Rose Bowl game, Dick Ken­ 
ney has been among the top scorers in the conference. He 
kicked field goals of 34 and 23 yards against U.C.L.A. and 24, 
29, and 36 against Penn State. For the season, he made 20 out 
of 23 conversions and 11 out of 17 field goals. He only missed 
field goals of more than 40 yards. His punts have been 
averaging better than 36 yards. 
“I guess it’s unusual here,” says the 210-pound junior, who 
is considering a career as a juvenile probation officer after 
graduation. “But in Haw'aii kids go barefoot a lot and just 
naturally start kicking a football that w’ay. As a kid 1 tore 
off a toenail, but that’s the only time I got hurt. 
“All you have to do to kick barefoot is curl the toes and 
kick the ball just under the toe tips. I hit the ball with the 
first three toes, and they give a little on impact. 
think It hnlpi to hovo a big foot. Mine is a pretty 
good size; I have trouble getting shoes in some stores.” Dick 
wears a lOV^EEE. 
Kenney injured his spine last year and now does nothing 
but kick. Each day while the team scrimmage, Dick is off 
kicking barefoot, writh a student manager retrieving the balls. 
His longest practice kick has been 66 yards; his longest game 
kick, 49 yards. Nobody has tried to change his place-kicking 
style, but coaches have trained him to get off a punt faster. 
Daugherty refuses to use Dick in kickoffs for fear his toes 
might be trampled in the ensuing tackling. 
WiU Dick turn pro? “No, I’m not good enough,” he says. 
During most games, Dick sits on the bench with his right 
foot in a low-cut soccer shoe which he can slip off easily. When 
a kicking situation arises, MSU fans chant ecstatically * “Take 
it off! Take it off!” 
The Spartans’ equipment manager not only finds himself 
with one unused 10%EEE soccer shoe but with a fur-lined 
boot. The latter was ordered when the young man from Hawaii 
complained that brisk Midwestern weather in November was 
leaving his foot numb. 
“The boot is soft and cozy,” Kenney confides, “but I don’t 
suppose I’ll need it at the Rose Bowl. That’s good because the 
barer my feet, the more confident I am.” #
